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‘Wonderful’ dad 
dies In collision

TRIBUTES have been paid to a 
motorcyclist who died in a 
road crash near Haverhill. 

Father-of-three Mark Golding, 
38, from Stoke-by-Clare, was 
killed when his motorbike was in 
collision with a Citroen car on the 
B1057, near Steeple Bumpstead 
on Saturday. 

The driver, a woman from the Braintree 
area, was cut free from her vehicle by 
firefighters. She is believed to have 
suffered minor injuries. 

Mr Golding was pronounced dead at 
the scene after paramedics were unable to 
save him. 

In a statement, Ian Davies, Mr Golding’s 
best friend, said: “Mark was a wonderful 
husband to Alison and devoted father to 
his daughters, aged 6, 3 and 1. 

“Mark worked in the printing industry 
and had worked for a company in Ipswich 
for the past six months. 

“His main interest in his life was his 
family, and he was a keen motorcyclist. All 
the family members are going to miss 
Mark greatly.” 

The road between Haverhill and Steeple 
Bumpstead was closed for several hours 
as police investigated the crash.

PUBLIC spending cuts 
and the Big Society 
were just two of the 
topics a local MP was 
grilled on at a town 
meeting. 

More than 60 people att¬ 
ended the event at Haverhill’s 
Days Inn, including business¬ 
men and women, members 
of voluntary organisations 
and councillors, hosted by 
thebestofhaverhill and feat¬ 
uring guest speaker, West 
Suffolk’s MP, Matthew Han¬ 
cock. 

Mr Hancock, in his first 
year in Parliament, invited 
local businesses to share 
their problems with him and 
said he would take their 
issues to Westminster. 

The Conservative politician 
said that public spending 


cuts were necessary to help 
growth “further down the 
line” for the sake of further 
generations. 

He also claimed that Hav¬ 
erhill had weather the eco¬ 
nomic storm better than 
most other areas because the 
town was not heavily reliant 
on public sector jobs. 

Other questions and issues 
raised included the Big 
Society - which Mr Hancock 
said was being demonstrated 
in Haverhill by the town’s 
strong voluntary sector - the 
high price of fuel in Haverhill 
compared to other areas of 
the county, the introduction 
of superfast broadband, and 
the negative impact of the 
Royal Wedding holiday on 


small businesses. 

After the session Mr Han¬ 
cock said: “Haverhill has 
great energy and momentum, 
and it was fantastic to have a 
chance to listen to local 
businesses about how I can 
help them make the most of 
opportunities for the town.” 

Elaine Carr, owner of 
thebestofhaverhill, which 
compiles listings for events 
and businesses in the town, 
added: “We had a great turn¬ 
out for this event, despite it 
being so close to the Easter 
weekend. 

“I am hoping that the 
yearly review with Matthew 
will become a fixed feature in 
the hestofhaverhill events 
programme.”

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Council welcomes meals on wheels return 


A VITAL “local and personal” 
service could soon be re¬ 
turning to town in an effort to 
take better care of the 
vulnerable. 

Haverhill Town Council 
have been concerned about 
the Meals on Wheels service 
ever since the town’s own 
service was closed in 2008 
after 63 years, and replaced 
with a centrally-run business 


based in Bury St Edmunds. 

But at a council meeting at 
the town hall on Tuesday, 
councillors and volunteers 
were delighted to hear that the 
WRVS - the former Women’s 
Royal Voluntary Service be¬ 
hind the scheme - were 
looking at options to return 
the provision to Haverhill. 

After listening to concerns 
the organisation said it was 


looking to recruit a part-time 
locality manager, funded by 
the town council and working 
to develop the service, which 
currently has 45 customers, 
alongside volunteers. 

Cllr Phillip French, of south 
ward, welcomed the plan. 

He said: “I was never at ease 
with the service being moved 
out of town in the first place. 

“I have spoken to residents 


and meals need to be pro¬ 
vided by local people who 
know their customers - a local 
and personal service. It is 
more than just dropping off 
food.” 

The new system, beginning 
with a 12-month contract 
before a review, will also see 
the price drop from £5 to £4 
per meal, as to the arts centre 
kitchen will be used. 


Charity in call 
for volunteers 

SUFFOLK Rape Crisis has appealed for 
more female volunteers to help run its 
confidential helpline. 

The charity hopes to respond to a steady 
rise in calls received since it launched the 
service in November last year.

Library chief’s anger 
after vandals attack

YOBS who damaged windows 
at Haverhill Library have been 
condemned by its manager. 

Five window panes at the Camps 
Road library were cracked over the 
Easter weekend after they were pelted 
with large stones. 

The glass will now be replaced by 
Suffolk County Council - with tax¬ 
payers footing the bill for hundreds of 
pounds. 

Library manager Sanphra Willmott 
said: “Replacing windows is a slow 
process but it needs to be done. 

“If you leave them cracked then, it 
encourages others to throw stones 
and cause further damage. 

“It was very disappointing to see 
and it’s sad that people would want to 
target a community building like this. 

“It’s a waste of time, money and 
resources to replace these windows, 
especially at a time when local 
authorities are looking to tighten their 
belts. 

“Unfortunately, it’s not the first time 
this has happened and each time it 
ends up costing us money. Because 
we are in a communal area, we tend 
to attract crowds of individuals and 
this sometimes happens. 

“The police have been informed 
and will be looking into this 
vandalism.” 

Meanwhile, a four-month consult¬ 
ation on the future of libraries in 
Suffolk will end on Saturday. 

Under the plans, Haverhill will 
become one of 15 libraries run by 
Suffolk County Council but 29 rural 
branches will be closed or run by 
charitable trusts. 

Figures revealed in the consultation 
show 163,000 people visit Haverhill 
Library each year and 134,000 items 
were issued by staff. It is the county’s 
sixth busiest library and costs the 
taxpayer an average of £2.32 per visit. 

More than 2,500 people have had 
their say on the closure plans by 
Suffolk County Council. To make a

The library’s normal programme of 
events will return following the May 
Bank Holiday weekend and includes 
story and song sessions for babies and 
toddlers, a Wednesday family history 
group class and a social morning, also 
on Wednesday, for older people and 
their carers. 

A book sale and craft fair will also 
take place on Saturday, May 7 from 
10am to 1pm.

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Funding fears 
for Hill prison 



Walking a fine 
line: prison 
inspectors say 
funding cuts 
have hit care 
and service 
provisions at 
HMPSt 
Edmunds Hill.

A PRISON inspection has 
revealed experts’ deep con¬ 
cerns about a lack of funding 
and resources for detention 
facilities. 

HMP St Edmunds Hill in Stradi- 
shall received its annual report 
from the Independent Monitoring 
Board - a body set up to ensure 
prisoners are treated humanely and 
fairly while in custody - this week, 
and it was found to be lacking in a 
number of areas. 

The board assigned much of the 
blame on Government spending 
cuts and the fact that St Edmunds 
Hill had been forced to merge with 
nearby Highpoint prison, with so 
far unimpressive results. 

The category C training prison, 
housing 379 male prisoners, was 
particularly marked down for poor 
dental provision. 

The report states: “The total 
number of prisoners waiting to see 
the dentist as routine cases was 97 
and the waiting time is 10 weeks. 

“Although the prison authorities 
and the Primary Care Trust are 


searching for a remedy, the board 
believes that the present state of 
affairs is completely unsatisfactory, 
and that two fully-funded dentistry 
sessions a week are necessary to 
maintain an adequate service.” 

The report also raised concerns 
about the prisoners’ food budget of 
just £2.10 per day. Budget cuts had 
also resulted in a reduced number 
of staff in the Offender Manage¬ 
ment Unit. 

The report continued: “The 
board remains concerned that 
without sufficient investment, 
progress in providing training 
opportunities will be difficult to 
maintain and that instead of 
continuing to grow and improve, 
some resources will be lost.” 

A third of all St Edmunds Hill 
inmates are foreign nationals, but 


the board did not believe these 
prisoners were being kept adequat¬ 
ely informed by the authorities. 

“The position of foreign national 
prisoners has improved, but the 
board still believes the UK Border 
Agency needs more resources to 
see that foreign national prisoners 
know their fate before their release 
date and are not retained in 
prison,” the report said. 

Meanwhile, despite finding there 
was a less than average feeling of 
job satisfaction among staff, the 
board praised workers for their 
“continuing dedication”. 

The review also highlighted the 
one major security breach in June 
2010, in which a prisoner escaped 
when procedures were not followed 
at four separate checkpoints bet¬ 
ween reception and the gate.

In ‘feel safe’ survey 


RESIDENTS in Suffolk feel 
the second safest in Eng¬ 
land and Wales when it 
comes to the threat of anti¬ 
social behaviour (ASB), 
according to a recent sur¬ 
vey.

Survey (BCS) revealed that the 
county was placed first overall in 
relation to its residents’ per¬ 
ception of drug use or dealing in 
their area, with only 14 per cent of 
people thinking it was a big 
problem.

in the table. 

The BCS measures crime in 
England and Wales and is used to 
assess people’s attitudes towards 
crime and the Criminal lustice 
System. 

The results also showed that 
just 6 per cent of people in Suffolk 
have a high level of perceived ASB 
in their area, placing the force first 
in England, second only to Dyfed- 
Powys, Wales, overall. 

When asked if their local police 
deal with the things that matter, 


60 per cent of residents said “they 
strongly agree” or “tend to agree”, 
leaving Suffolk in 11th place in 
England and Wales. 

Assistant Chief Constable Paul 
Marshall said: “The perceptions of 
our residents are very important 
to us. 

“With crime at its lowest for a 
decade it is easy to say that the 
county is safe, but we want people 
to feel safe and feel that we are 
doing a good job as well.” 

He added: “During the year 
ahead we hope to reduce crime 
further and in turn see the 
public’s faith in the work we are 
doing continuing to grow.”

A WOMEN’S supp¬ 
ort group has been

MORE than £500,000 of cable has 
been ripped from manholes in 
West Suffolk in just 18 months, 
police have revealed. 

The high-value cable is used for ess¬ 
ential communications by businesses, 
households and emergency services, with 
thefts causing days, and sometimes 
weeks, of disruptions. 

Officers are now calling on Haverhill 
residents to help them stem the rising tide 
of metal theft by reporting any suspicious 
activity. 

Pc Paul Greenwood, intelligence officer 
covering metal thefts in the region, said: 
“Manholes by the side of the road are 
opened up and the cabling is dragged out 
using a vehicle. 

“The thieves will often wear fluorescent 
jackets to look like genuine workmen. The 
cabling is then pulled to an adjacent field 
and cut up so it can be transported away. 

“Farmers, gamekeepers, drivers and dog 
walkers will all regularly be out and about 
in the countryside. 

“We want to hear from you if you spot 
an unmarked van next to an open man¬ 
hole, someone paying particular attention 
to the side of the road or an unusual 
group in a field. 

“Scrap metal is still fetching high prices 
and, along with lead and copper piping, 
we are seeing telephone cabling being 
stolen for its scrap value.” 

Anyone with any information about 
cabling theft or has seen any suspicious 
activity should call Suffolk police on 
(01473) 613500 or dial 999 if a crime is in 
progress..

Gardens a tribute 
to milling history

A history of windmills 
in a Suffolk town has 
-Z \been marked by the 
opening of two new 
gardens. 

The community projects in 
Millfields Way and Burton End in 
Haverhill were planned by 
members of Haverhill in Bloom, 
and made possible by a grant 
from Havebury Housing 
Partnership. 

They were designed to 
commemorate the four windmills 
which marked the town’s skyline 
before the Second World War, and 
are designed in the same shape, 
with accompanying plaques to 
explain the significance. 

The most spectacular of the 
windmills was Ruffle’s which 
stood in what is now Abingdon 
Place, to the north of the town

centre. It was built in 1885 as one 
of only four circular sail 
windmills - with a 50ft diameter - 
in East Anglia. 

Ben Pumfrey, chair of Haverhill 
in Bloom, said: “It was 
magnificent in its day. It stood on 
the hillside and could be seen by 
all coming into the town by road 
or train.” 

The brick tower was 77ft high 
and contained eight floors. Its 
sails powered four pairs of 
grinding stones, but the structure 
was dismantled in 1942 due to a 
reported fear that Nazi planes 
could use it as a landmark to aid 


navigation. 

Mr Pumfrey added: “These are 
gardens for the community and 
already they seem to have taken 
to them. But they are also a 
memorial to our past.” 

The garden in Burton End 
marks the three other post 
windmills, which sport the more 
common four smaller sails, 
turning the building below.

» * across a 
grassy paddock, 
enjoying the last of 
the afternoon sun, 
Elaine Brown and 
her beloved horse 
are a picture of 
happiness. 

Ears pricked and eyes 
bright, Merlin drops his 
nose to Elaine’s shoulder, 
whereupon she gives him 
a little pat; horse and 
human are, it seems, 
totally as one. 

“To me, Merlin is 
absolutely perfect,” 
smiles Elaine. “When I 
come to the yard some 
days, I’m sure he must 
put cotton wool in his 
ears and think ‘Oh no, not 
her again’: I tell him all 
my troubles and he just 
listens, he never answers 
back or complains... 

“I can’t tell you what he 
means to me. To be 
honest, I don’t know what 
I would have done 
without him over the last 
few years.” 

More than 20 years ago 
- when she was in her 
early 30s and a mum to 
three young children - 
Elaine was diagnosed 
with multiple sclerosis. 
The most common 
disabling neurological 
condition diagnosed in 
young adults, it affects an 
estimated 100,000 people

across the UK. 

The result of damage to 
myelin - the protective 
sheath which surrounds 
the nerve fibres running 
throughout the body - 
the illness disrupts the 
central nervous system 
and can cause a vast 
range of symptoms, from 
muscle weakness and 
balance problems to loss 
of eyesight. 

“There was a time 
when I became very 
depressed,” admits 
Elaine, now 55. “I got 
lower and lower and 
lower in myself; in the 
end I’d just sit in a chair 
and cry, not wanting to 
get up or go out or do 
anything. I thought the 
world would be a better 
place without me. 

“Coming to see Merlin 
gave me a reason to get 
up from the chair and get 
out of the house. He gave 
me something to look 
forward to. It’s not 
exaggerating to say he’s 
changed my life.” 

Through the Riding for 
the Disabled Association 
(RDA), a national 
organisation with 
branches all over the 
country, Elaine has been 
visiting Chippenham’s 
Coach House Riding 
School for the last 12 
years. 


“When a friend first 
suggested I try RDA I said 
no,” she remembers. “At 
that time I was either 
using sticks or a 
wheelchair and I hadn’t 
ridden since I was a child 
- and I was then in my 
40s. But eventually I 
agreed to give it a go. 

“I walked into the yard 
with a stick and ended up 
riding for 10 minutes. 
From the very beginning 
it was a wonderful 
feeling. Yes, I still had 
problems with my 
balance - but once I was 
in the saddle I felt normal 
again; I felt free.” 

Elaine first showed 
signs of MS in her early 
30s. “I fell over a few 
times, much to 
everyone’s amusement: I 
got a lot of cracks about 
having had ‘one too 
many’. And then one 
morning I woke up and 
found I’d lost the sight in 
one eye, which was pretty 
scary. 

“I remember sitting up 
in bed and saying to my 
husband ‘Am I asleep or 
awake?’... He said 
‘You’re awake, you silly 
devil, why?’ and I replied 
‘Because I can’t see out of 
one of my eyes’.” 

Tests, including a 
lumbar puncture, 
showed Elaine had MS. 
“At that point it hadn’t 
crossed my mind that it 
was anything serious. 

And it certainly hadn’t 
occurred to me it might 


be MS, because I didn’t 
really know anything 
about it. The first 
question I asked was ‘Is it 
hereditary?’, because I 
was worried about my 
kids; the doctor assured 
me it wasn’t.” 

Although the exact 
cause of MS is unknown, 
both genetic and 
environmental factors 
are thought to play a part. 

When Elaine was 
diagnosed, her children 
were 12,10 and 4. “I went 
home and just carried on 
living life as normally as 
possible. I looked after 
the kids, worked in the 
evenings. But then my 
health started to 
deteriorate, and the 
doctor told me it was 
time to slow down.” 

There are different 
types of MS. The 
condition can either be 
progressive, deteriorating 
by degrees over time, or 
episodic, which means 
symptoms ease and 
worsen by turns. 

“I have had a couple of 
spells in hospital,” says 
Elaine. “Three years ago I 
suddenly got really ill: I 
couldn’t stop vomiting 
and I literally couldn’t get 
off the sofa. The doctors 
explained that my MS 
had flared up, but that it 
would settle itself down 
again, which, thank 
goodness, it did.” 

Elaine, who lives alone 
since separating from her 
husband last year, 
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explains that certain 
symptoms are present all 
the time, including 
extreme muscle weakness 
down her left side, pins 
and needles, numbness 
and crippling fatigue. 

As a result, she 
struggles with all manner 
of everyday tasks such as 
changing the bed, 
hanging out washing and 
lifting pans out of the 
oven. 

“I think the fatigue is 
one of the worst things, 
because it’s invisible: 
people can’t see it. Even 
my family forget 
sometimes and look at 
me as if I’m bonkers if I 
say I’m too tired to go out 
and do such-and-such. 

“I’m sure people think 
you’ve been drinking 
sometimes, when you’re 
unsteady on your feet and 
your speech is a bit slurry. 
But you have 
good 


days and bad days, and 
you have to make the 
most of the good.” 

Elaine, who has five 
grandchildren, says her 
family is a great source of 
both support and joy. And 
she also credits Linda 
Porter-Cohen - who owns 
Coach House Riding 
School - with providing 
invaluable help. 

“She has never once 
made me feel like ‘Oh, it’s 
you again’; I am welcome 
at the yard whenever I 
feel able to come, which 
is a lovely feeling. When I 
was in hospital, she even 
came to visit me.” 

Linda has been a 
supporter of the RDA ever 
since the organisation’s 
inception in 1969. She 
now opens the yard on a 
regular basis to a group of 
10 children with special 
needs and five other 
individuals, 
including Elaine, 
who are dealing 
with health 


problems. 

“I think it’s wonderful 
to see the difference 
riding - and forming 
relationships with the 
horses - can make to 
people: I’ve seen it 
literally turn people’s lives 
around,” says Linda, who 
tells the story of a man, 
paralysed in a car 
accident, who learned to 
lift himself into the saddle 
with one arm; another, an 
amputee, who learned 
how to ride unaided. 

“For me, riding hasn’t 
just done me good 
physically - it’s really 
helped improve my 
muscle tone - but it’s 
made the world of 
difference mentally: 
when I’m up in that 
saddle, I forget I’ve got 
anything wrong with me,” 
explains Elaine. 

“I’ve ridden Merlin 
since the beginning and, 
over the last 12 years, we 
have formed a real bond. 
The kids are always joking 
that he’s top of my list - 
and they’re not wrong!” 

Although her condition 
is reasonably stable, 
Elaine knows it could 
deteriorate - as it did 
three years ago - at any 
time and without 


warning. 

“It probably 
sounds awful, but I 
don’t think about 
the future,” she 
says. “I think about 
today and 
tomorrow and 
maybe next week, 
and that’s as far as 
it goes; I’ll worry 
about the rest when 
it comes. That’s one 
thing having MS has 
taught me: you have to 
live for today, because 
you never know what’s 
coming round the corner 
tomorrow.”

Warning over cold-callers’ loft insulation offer

E XPECT a cacophony 
of birdsong when a 
cast of wildfowl and 
poultry descend on a 
Cambridge stage next week. 

But don’t panic if you’re not a 
bird fan - our feathered friends 
are actually humans in disguise, 
who will be flocking together to 
recreate a much-loved fairytale. 

“Honk! is the story of The Ugly 
Duckling says director Sarah 
Phelps, from Cambridge musical 
theatre group Pied Pipers. “It’s 
very close to the original Hans 
Christian Andersen written 
version, and the story works 
beautifully.” 

The musical centres on Ugly, an 
aesthetically challenged duckling 
who’s being bullied for his 
unsightly appearance and 
downright peculiar voice. After 
running away he becomes lost, 
and we follow Ugly’s adventures 
and the creatures he meets - from 
amorous cats to regimental geese 
- as he tries to find his mummy, 
Ida. 

Written by Stiles and Drewe, 
the team behind new Cameron 
Mackintosh musical Betty Blue 
Eyes, Honk! was intended for 
small-scale production. “But it 
ended up in the West End, and 
won the Olivier Award for Best 
New Musical in 2000 when it was 
up against things like The Lion 
King and Mamma Mia!” says 
Sarah. 

“And I can see why. The 
harmonies in it are lovely - 
musically it really works. And it’s 
one of those shows that’s got lines 


in it for adults as well as the kids.” 

This isn’t the first time Sarah 
has directed a ‘non-human’ cast: 
last year’s Beauty and the Beast, 
which won Pied Pipers a National 
Operatic and Dramatic 
Association award, involved 
dancing human household 
implements - from teaspoons to 
napkins. But at least this time she 
had wildlife videos for inspiration. 

“Once people knew what parts 
they were playing, I sent them off 
to have a look at clips of how they 
moved on YouTube,” she says. 

“Some people did some 
amazing research - the guy 
playing the turkey turned up on 
day one and already knew exactly 
how he was going to walk. 

“What we’ve tried to go for is 
recognisable people but with 
animal characteristics. So the cat 


is quite slinky when he moves, the 
chickens are quite gossipy, so 
they’ve always got their hands on 
their hips, almost like wings, the 
moorhens have their hands behind 
their backs because they’ve got 
quite long wings ... and they all 
look fantastic.” 

The 24-strong cast will be clad 
in brightly coloured 1950s garb. 

“We chose that for two reasons, 
firstly because we can use the 
costumes to reflect bird-like 
shapes, and we can also have a bit 
of a play-around with hair and 
hats to give the impression of 
duck-type quiffs and curls,” 
explains Sarah. 

“The other reason is because it’s 
Pied Pipers’ 60th anniversary this 
year, so we thought we’d set it in 
the 50s to reflect 60 years on.” 
(The theatre group will be 


celebrating with a specially 
commissioned musical, The 
Ratcatcher, in December.) 

Does Sarah have a favourite 
scene in the show?

ARTHUR 

Certificate (12A) 110m 

MONEY makes the world go around 
but it can’t buy you love or a flawless 
update of the Oscar-winning 1981 
comedy starring Dudley Moore as the 
eponymous billionaire and Sir John 
Gielgud as his long-suffering butler. 
Director Jason Winer and screenwriter 
Peter Baynham cast Russell Brand as 
their loveable yet irresponsible man- 
child, whose limitless fortune allows 
him to circumvent the laws that keep 
the rest of society in check. 

Unlike his predecessor, Brand doesn’t 
possess the innate vulnerability or 
charm which compelled us to care for 
Arthur as he boozed himself towards 
oblivion. 

Instead, this new version opts for 
risque humour and pop culture 
references, including a cameo for 
Evander Holyfield as the hero’s boxing 
coach and a crunching appearance by 
the Batmobile in the opening 
sequence. 

Crucially, Winer’s film chooses a 
female nanny to keep Arthur out of 
trouble, casting Oscar winner Helen 
Mirren in this pivotal role. 

She brings gravitas to the part and 
nabs many of the best lines, gently 
tugging the heartstrings when the 
friendship with her reckless ward is 
tested to its limit. 


Arthur Bach (Brand) is heir to his 
family’s vast fortune, presided over by 
his emotionally cold mother, Vivienne 
(Geraldine James). 

The headline-grabbing antics of her 
son threaten the public image of Bach 
Worldwide and Vivienne summons 
Arthur to her office. 

Vivienne informs Arthur that he will 
marry corporate executive Susan 
Johnson (Jennifer Garner) to ensure 
she can take charge of the company. 

If Arthur refuses, he will be cut off 
from his inheritance. 

Arthur resigns himself to marital hell, 
only to run into tour guide and aspiring 
author Naomi (Greta Gerwig) outside 
Grand Central Station. 

She has no clue who he is, and he 
responds warmly to her quirky sense 


of humour. 

Soon after, Arthur tries to persuade his 
mother to let him marry for love not 
financial security. 

Arthur boasts some nice moments, 
most of them involving Mirren and 
Brand whose on screen rapport 
sustains interest through the 110- 
minute running time. 

Brand’s tomfoolery skirts brashness 
and the sexual chemistry with Gerwig 
simmers but never quite boils. 
Meanwhile, Garner vamps it up as the 
ambitious social climber. 

Comparisons with the original film are 
not particularly favourable and in the 
current recession it’s hard to care 
about a man with pockets deeper than 
his feelings.

such as Darwins look great planted with 
pulmonarias, heuchera and tiarella, 
hardy geraniums and ground-covering 
sedums and vincas. 

Tulips don’t like shade, so avoid 
planting them under tree canopies or the 
stems are likely to fall over. 

In pots, they look good as stand-alone 
specimens or combined with other bulbs 
in the ‘sandwich’ method. Breed puts 
Iris reticulata, dwarf daffodils and tulips 
in the same pot. The iris will bloom first, 
then the daffodils and finally the tulips. 

“Alternatively combine bulbs which 
bloom together, such as the bluejacket 
hyacinth with a Jetfire tulip. But you 
need to make sure your varieties will 
bloom at the same time and also, don't 
plant the pot too full. Some people try to 
put too many bulbs in a pot and they use 
so much water, the pots dry out within a 
few hours,” he says. 

Some tulips will come back in 
subsequent years, while others will need 
lifting and replanting in late autumn. 

Remove all the dead flowers, which 
can cause botrytis (grey mould) if left to 
fall on the foliage. _ 


deeper than normal they can come back 
for many years. 

“Many people plant their tulips in 
conditions which are not ideal, or take 
away the foliage early - it needs to be 
left for six weeks after flowering or it 
won't make a new bulb, the same as 
narcissi.” A year later, the tulips may 
come up a bit earlier but the flowers 
should remain true to their colour, he 
says. 

If you want tulips to naturalise, they 


need the right conditions. If an area is 
too wet in the summer, they won’t come 
back. Tulips require dry soil in summer, 
so a wet August could hinder their 
return. Add organic matter in December 
to the soil where the tulips are planted. 

If a heavy frost is predicted, pots 
should be covered with horticultural 
fleece or sacking. 

With a little inspiration, this time next 
year you could have your own little tulip 
field of Holland in your garden at home. 


V ISITORS to the wealth of 
tulip festivals across the 
UK this year will be able 
to admire a sea of glorious colour 
from these famous bulbs. 

It’s a joyous time for Dutch bulb 
expert Eric Breed, nurseryman and 
cultivator, a self-confessed ‘bulbaholic’ 
who has travelled to many remote parts 
of the world to see bulbs growing in 
their native habitat. 

He grew up near the tulip fields of 
Holland, so naturally knows more than 
most about growing these dazzling 
spring bulbs. Always looking forward, 
his favourites include a new variety, 
Tulipa ‘Leo’, a scarlet Darwin hybrid 
which is a completely different shape 
from its peers. 

“Its flowers are feather-like, almost 
like a Japanese maple,” he enthuses. 

“Show it to your friends and they'll 
want some, too.” 

The time to plant tulips is all 
important, Breed explains. Plant them 
too early and it will be too warm and 
they won’t root. They need a drop in 
temperature to root well. 

“The best time for planting is late 
October to November and sometimes 
into December, but the last two years 
when we've had an early frost, the tulips 
haven't had a chance to make good roots. 

“If the rooting system is disturbed or 
not complete, then anything that goes 
wrong will go really wrong. If the

rooting system is not good, they'll have 
difficulty surviving.” 

They need moist, well-drained soil 
which is not too acid, adding coarse sand 
to make the drainage better. 

If planting tulips in pots, mix the 
compost with at least 20 per cent sand, 
he advises, so that it drains well. If you 
put the pots outside in the winter, don't 
let the plants dry out. If you use a regular 
clay pot, it will dehydrate the soil so 
you’ll need to water it occasionally in the 
winter. 

Gardeners who don’t water 
sufficiently in the cooler months are 
likely to see the leaves of their tulips 
turning purple and brown, the plants will 
be stunted and flowers which wilt 
quickly, he warns. 

Breed puts his containers near the 
house in the winter, exposing them more 
to the elements from February onwards 
and making sure they don’t dry out. As 
the flowers emerge, they should be 
watered every other day, he advises.

New Beetle unveiled 



The new Volkswagen Beetle: Longer, wider, shorter. 


Third Ashley Martin Memorial 
Rideout to take place May 8 


VOLKSWAGEN has 
unveiled the latest 
generation Beetle at 
the Shanghai motor 
show, marking a 
new era in this 
iconic car’s history. 

The latest generation 
moves away from 1998 
New Beetle design and 
instead draws on cues 
from the original and 
Beetle Ragster concept 
shown in Detroit in 
2005. As such it’s longer, 
wider and lower, giving a 
more “masculine and 
dynamic” appearance. 

The Beetle now 
measures 4,278mm in 
length (+152mm), 
1,808mm in width 
(+84mm) and 1,486mm 
in height (-12mm). The 
track width front and 
rear, as well as the 


wheelbase at 2,537mm, 
is also increased. 

The car’s new 
proportions mean the 
roof extends back 
further, the windscreen 
is shifted back and the 
rear section is now more 
akin to that of the 
original Beetle. The boot 
capacity is a practical 310 
litres, up from 209 litres 


in the 1998 model. The 
Beetle has four seats, 
with a split-fold rear seat 
for added versatility. 

Inside the cabin, the 
Beetle’s designers 

created a modern, 
practical and distinctive 
appearance with easy to 
identify and ergonomic 
controls. Certain 
features, such as the 


glovebox and colour 
accent panels, hark back 
to the original. 

Three trim levels will 
be available - Beetle, 
Design and Sport. A wide 
range of innovative 
optional equipment will 
also be available, ranging 
from Keyless Access 
through satellite 
navigation systems and a 
panoramic sunroof to bi¬ 
xenon headlights and 
LED daytime running 
lights - all of which are 
available for the first 
time on a Beetle. 

In the UK, a choice of 
four engines will be 
offered: three petrol - a 
1.2-litre TSI 102bhp, a 
1.4-litre TSI 157bhp and a 
2.0-litre TSI 196bhp; and 
one diesel - a 1.6-litre 
102bhp with BlueMotion 
Technology. Thanks to 
the addition of Stop/Start 


and battery regeneration 
systems the Beetle 1.6- 
litre 102bhp is estimated 
to have a combined fuel 
consumption of 65.7mpg 
and C02 emissions of 
112g/km. 

The Beetle is also built 
to be one of the safest 
cars on the road, thanks 
not only to features such 
as standard ESP and six 
airbags but also a laser- 
welded and galvanised 
body structure with one 
of the highest torsional 
rigidity values in the seg¬ 
ment at 26,000Nm/°. In 
addition the range¬ 
topping engine, the 2.0- 
litre 200 PS, will feature 
standard XDS electronic 
differential lock as fitted 
to the Golf GTI. 

The new car will be 
available to order soon, 
with first cars due early 
in 2012.

Northcote 
Andy-work 
shatters the 
new boys 


HAVERHILL suffered a baptism of fire when 
they made their debut in the top flight of the 
Marshall Hatchick Two Counties 
Championship on Saturday. 

Set a massive 357 to win, they were 213 
for 8 at the close, grinding out five batting 
points in the 143-run defeat. 

The damage was done by Woolpit’s opener
